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TERMS AND CONDITIONS of AUCTION 


Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This auction is presented by Heritage Numismatic Auctions. Inc. or its subsidiary Currency Auc¬ 
tions of America or its affiliate, Heritage Comic Auctions, as identified with the applicable licensing infor¬ 
mation either on the title page of the catalog or on the Internet site (the "Auctioneer"). The auction is 
conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. On bids placed through Heritage, a Buyer's Premium equal to fifteen percent [15%] of the hammer 
price will be added to the successful bid. If the bid is placed through eBay Live a Buyer's Premium equal 
to twenty percent [20%] of the hammer price will be added to the successful bid. There is a minimum 
Buyer's Premium of $6.00 per lot. 

Auction Venues: 

3. Exclusively Internet, CurrencyAuction.com, Amazing Comics Auctions, and Bullet Auctions are 
auctions conducted on the Internet. Signature auctions accept bids on the Internet first, followed by a 
floor bidding session. Bids may be placed prior to the floor bidding session by Internet, telephone, 
TeleBid™, fax, or mail. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating in or who registers for the auction agrees to be bound by and accepts 
these Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneer's qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a customer in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneer’s sole option and will not be awarded lots. 
Such a determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time prior 
to, during, or even after the close of the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to person¬ 
ally guarantee payment for any successful bid. 

7. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any person it deems in its sole opinion is disruptive to the 
auction or is otherwise commercially unsuitable 

Credit References: 

8. Bidders who do not have established credit with the Auctioneer must either furnish satisfactory 
credit information including two collectibles-related references well in advance of the auction date or 
supply valid credit card information. All Bidders must meet Auctioneer’s qualifications to bid. Any Bidder 
who is not a customer in good standing at Auctioneer may be disqualified and will not be awarded lots. 
Auctioneer reserves the right to disqualify any Bidder even after the close of the auction. Bids placed 
through our Interactive Internet program will only be accepted from pre-registered Bidders. Bidders who 
are not members of HeritageCoin.com or HeritageComics.com should pre-register at least two business 
days before the first session to allow adequate time to contact references. 

Bidding Options: 

9. Bids may be placed for a Signature Sale as set forth in the printed catalog section entitled "Choose 
your bidding method." For Exclusively Internet, CurrencyAuction. Com, Amazing Comics Auctions, and 
Bullet auctions see the alternatives shown on each website. Review at www.HeritageCoin.com/Auc- 
tions/howtobid.asp. 

10. The Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in bidding, so carefully check that your bid is 
entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are submitted, preference is given to the first 
received; Internet bids are evaluated as received first. The decision of the Auctioneer and declaration of 
the winning Bidder is final. The Auctioneer is not responsible for executing mail bids or FAX bids 
received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids submitted after the published closing 
time; nor is the Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, 
e-mail, Internet, or in person once the auction begins. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written bids 
should be entered on the standard bid sheet form and be received at the Auctioneer's place of business 
at least two business days in advance of the auction date. Internet bids may not be withdrawn until your 
written request is received and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-443-8425): such requests must 
state the reason, and may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges.

Conducting the Auction: 

11. Notice of the consignor's liberty to place reserve bids on his lots in the auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. A reserve is an amount below which 
the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN RESERVE BIDS ON 
HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION. ON LOTS SUBJECT TO A RESERVE. IF THE LOT 
DOES NOT MEET THE RESERVE THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION ON 
THOSE LOTS. Reserves are generally posted online about 72 hours prior to the auction closing. IF 
THERE IS AN UNMET RESERVE BID POSTED ON A LOT, THE CURRENT BID DISPLAYED 
ONLINE WILL GENERALLY BE ONE INCREMENT BELOW THE RESERVE BID. The Auctioneer will 
not knowingly accept (and reserves the right to reject) live telephone or floor bids from consignors. Any 
successful bid placed by a consignor on his consigned lot on the auction floor or by telephone during the 
live session will be considered an unqualified bid, and in such instances the consignor agrees to pay full 
Buyer's Premium and Seller's Commissions on the lot(s). 

12. The highest qualified Bidder shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between floor Bidders 
at a Signature Sale, the Auctioneer may at his sole discretion put the lot up for auction again. The Auc¬ 
tioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. 

13. The Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid which, 
in his sole discretion, is not submitted in "Good Faith," or is not supported by satisfactory credit, numis¬ 
matic references, or otherwise. A bid is considered not made in "Good Faith" when an insolvent or irre¬ 
sponsible person, or a person under the age of eighteen makes it. Regardless of the disclosure of his 
identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in "Good 
Faith". 

14. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. The Auc¬ 


tioneer reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lot or lots from the auction. Bids will be 
accepted in whole dollar amounts only. 

15. No "buy” or "unlimited" bids will be accepted. Bidders will be awarded lots at approximately the 
increment of the next highest bid. No additional commission is charged for executing bids other than the 
Buyer's Premium applied to all successful bids. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer 
at Signature auctions, 

16. Estimates will be given upon written request. It is recommended that Bidders approach or exceed 
the estimates in order to increase the chances of bidding successfully. 

17. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer's clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or otherwise. 

18. Outage Policy: Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server outages during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids. If such outage occurs, we may at our discretion extend bidding 
for the auction up to 24 hours.

21. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors, and may extend 
financing or other credits at varying rates to certain Bidders in the auction. 

Payment: 

22. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars. Cash includes: U.S. currency, bank wire, 
cashier checks, travelers checks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements. Credit 
Card (Visa or Master Card only) payments may be accepted up to $10,000 from non-dealers at the sole 
discretion of the auctioneer, subject to the following limitations: a) sales are only to the cardholder, b) 
purchases are shipped to the cardholder's registered and verified address, c) Auctioneer may preap¬ 
prove the cardholder's credit line, d) a credit card transaction may not be used in conjunction with any 
other financing or extended terms offered by the Auctioneer, and must transact immediately upon 
invoice presentation, e) rights of return are governed by these Terms and Conditions, which supersede 
those conditions promulgated by the card issuer, f) floor Bidders must present their card.

23. Payment is due upon closing of the auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. The Auc¬ 
tioneer reserves the right to void a sale if payment in full of the invoice is not received within 7 days after 
the close of the auction. 

24. Lots delivered in the States of Texas, California, or other states where the auction may be held, are 
subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless appropriate permits are on file with us. Lots from 
different auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

25. In the event that a Bidder's payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the maxi¬ 
mum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. 

26. If the auction invoice(s) submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid bal¬ 
ance will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. If the Auc¬ 
tioneer refers the invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court 
costs, and other collection costs incurred by the Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in- 
house legal staff, such attorney's time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate compara¬ 
ble to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

27. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay all amounts due, the Auctioneer reserves the right to 
resell the merchandise, and such Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale, including a 
10% seller's commission, and also to pay any difference between the resale price and the price of the 
previously successful bid. 

28. The Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the 
merchandise to the buyer. 

29. The Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure pay¬ 
ment of the auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any auction 
invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer from the buyer. With respect to these lien rights, the 
Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commer¬ 
cial Code.

Return Policy: 

32. Signature Sales: The auction is not on approval. No certified material may be returned because of 
possible differences of opinion with respect to the grade offered by any third-party organization, dealer, 
or service. There are absolutely no exceptions to this policy. Under extremely limited circumstances, 

(e.g. gross cataloging error) a purchaser, who did not bid from the floor, may request Auctioneer to void 
a sale. Such request for evaluation must be made in writing detailing the alleged gross error, and sub¬ 
mission of the lot to the Auctioneer must be preapproved by the Auctioneer. A Bidder must notify Jack 



Hinton, (ext. 312) in writing of the Bidder's request and such notice must be mailed within three (3) days 
of the mail Bidder’s receipt of the lot. Any lot that is to be evaluated must be received in our offices with¬ 
in 30 days from the date of auction. Grading or method of manufacture do not qualify for this evaluation 
process nor do such complaints constitute a basis to challenge the authenticity of a lot. AFTER THAT 
30-DAY PERIOD, NO LOTS MAY BE RETURNED FOR REASONS OTHER THAN AUTHENTICITY. 

Lots returned must be housed intact in the original holder. No lots purchased by floor Bidders may be 
returned (including those Bidders acting as agents for others). Late remittance for purchases may be 
considered just cause to revoke all return privileges. 

33. Exclusively Internet, CurrencyAuction.com, Amazing Comics Auctions™ and Bullet auctions: 

THREE (3) DAY RETURN POLICY. All lots paid for within seven days of the auction closing are sold 
with a three (3) day return privilege. You may return lots under the following conditions: Within three 
days of receipt of the lot, you must first notify Auctioneer by contacting Customer Service by phone (1 - 
800-872-6467) or e-mail (bids@HeritageCoin.com), and immediately mail the lot(s) fully insured to the 
attention of Returns, care of Heritage Plaza, 100 Highland Park Village 2nd Floor, Dallas TX 75205. 

Lots must be housed intact in their original holder and condition. You are responsible for the insured, 
safe delivery of any lots. A non-negotiable return fee of 5% of the purchase price ($10 per lot minimum) 
will be deducted from the refund for each returned lot or billed directly. Postage and handling fees are 
not refunded. After the three-day period (from receipt), no items may be returned for any reason. Late 
remittance for purchases revokes all Retum-Restock privileges. 

34. All Bidders who have inspected the lots prior to the auction will not be granted any return privi¬ 
leges, except for reasons of authenticity. 

Delivery: 

35. Postage, handling and insurance charges will be added to invoices. Please either refer to Auction¬ 
eers web site www.HeritageCoin.com or www.HeritageComics.com for the latest charges or call Auc¬ 
tioneer. 

36. Auctioneer is unable to combine purchases from other auctions or Heritage Rare Coin Galleries 
into one package for shipping purposes. Successful overseas Bidders shall provide written shipping 
instructions, including specified customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered out¬ 
side of the United States. 

37. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. Any risk of loss during shipment will 
be borne by the buyer following Auctioneer's delivery to the designated common carrier. 

38. Regardless of domestic or foreign shipment, risk of loss shall be borne by the buyer following Auc¬ 
tioneer's delivery to a shipper. 

39. Any claims for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of shipment by the auctioneer 

40. In the event an item is damaged either through handling or in transit, the Auctioneer's maximum lia¬ 
bility shall be the amount of the successful bid including the Buyer's Premium. 

Cataloging: 

41. The descriptions provided in any catalog are intended solely for the use of those Bidders who do not 
have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding. 

42. Any description of the lots contained in this auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items. 

43. In the event of an attribution error, the Auctioneer may, at the Auctioneer's sole discretion, correct 
the error on the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer's money without further 
obligation. Under no circumstances shall the obligation of the Auctioneer to any Bidder be in excess of 
the purchase price for any lot in dispute. 

Warranties and Disclaimers:

46. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. 

47. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in con¬ 
nection with the sale of any property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of 
these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder 
and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is a statement of opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. Any employee of Auctioneer may not alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any alteration is null and void. 

48. Coins sold referencing a third-party grading service (“Certified Coins") are sold "as is" without any 
express or implied warranty, except for a guarantee by Auctioneer that the Certified Coins are genuine. 
Certain warranties may be available from the grading services and the Bidder is referred to the following 
services for details of any such warranties: AN ACS, P.O. Box 182141, Columbus, Ohio 43218-2141; 
Numismatic Guaranty Corporation (NGC), P.O. Box 4776, Sarasota, FL 34230; Professional Coin Grad¬ 
ing Service (PCGS), PO Box 9458, Newport Beach, CA 92658 and ICG, 7901 East Belleview Ave., 

Suite 50, Englewood, CO 80111. Comic books sold referencing a third-party grading service (“Certified 
Comics") are sold "as is" without any express or implied warranty, except for a guarantee by Auctioneer 
that the Certified Comics are genuine. Certain warranties may be available from the grading services 
and the Bidder is referred to the following services for details of any such warranties: Comics Guaranty 
Corporation (CGC), P.O. Box 4738, Sarasota, FL 34230. Currency sold referencing a third-party grading 
service ("Certified Currency") are sold "as is" without any express or implied warranty, except for a guar¬ 
antee by Auctioneer that the Certified Currency are genuine. Certain warranties may be available from

49. All non-certified coins and comics and currency are guaranteed genuine, but are not guaranteed 
as to grade, since grading is a matter of opinion. Grading is an art, not a science, and therefore the 
opinion rendered by the Auctioneer or any third party grading service may not agree with the opinion of 


others (including trained experts), and the same expert may not grade the same coin with the same 
grade at two different times. Auctioneer has graded the non-certified items, in the Auctioneer's opinion, 
to their current interpretation of the American Numismatic Association s standards as of the date the cat¬ 
alog was prepared. There is no guarantee or warranty implied or expressed that the grading standards 
utilized by the Auctioneer will meet the standards of ANACS, NGC, PCGS, ICG, CGC, CGA or any 
other grading service at any time in the future. 

50. Auctioneer offers no opinion as to the validity of a grade assigned by any third-party grading ser¬ 
vice. Since we cannot examine C.G.A. encapsulated notes or Comics Guaranty Corporation (CGC) 
encapsulated comics, they are sold “as is" without our grading opinion, and may not be returned for any 
reason. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any patent or latent defect or controversy pertaining to or aris¬ 
ing from any encapsulated collectible. In any such instance, purchaser's remedy, if any, shall be solely 
against the certification service certifying the collectible. 

51. Due to changing grading standards over time and to possible mishandling of items by subsequent 
owners, the Auctioneer reserves the right to grade items differently than shown on certificates from any 
grading sen/ice that accompany the items. For the same reasons as stated above, the Auctioneer 
reserves the right to grade items differently than the grades shown in the catalog should such items be 
reconsigned to any future auction. 

52. Although consensus grading is employed by most grading services, it should be noted as aforesaid 
that grading is not an exact science. In fact, it is entirely possible that if a lot was broken out of a plastic 
holder and was resubmitted to another grading service or even the same service, the lot could come 
back a different grade. Certification does not guarantee protection against the normal risks associated 
with potentially volatile markets. 

53. The degree of liquidity for certified coins and collectibles will vary according to general market con¬ 
ditions and the particular lot involved, For some lots there may be no active market at all at certain 
points in time. 

Release: 

54. In consideration of participation in the auction and the placing of a bid, a Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its affiliates, the Consignor, or Owner of the Lot from any and all claims, cause of action, 
chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of 
any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned grade or a derivative theory, breach of 
warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction or otherwise, except as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, 
etc., and as to those matters, the rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly construed and is the 
exclusive remedy. Purchaser by non-compliance to its express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

55. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, such person or entity accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the alternative dispute resolution provided 
herein. Arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

56. If any disputes arise regarding payment, authenticity, grading or any other matter pertaining to the 
auction, the Bidder or a participant in the auction and/or the Auctioneer agree that the dispute shall be 
submitted, if otherwise mutually unresolved, to binding arbitration in accordance with the rules of the 
Professional Numismatists Guild (PNG) or American Arbitration Association (A.A.A.). The A.A.A. arbitra¬ 
tion shall be conducted under the provisions of the Federal Arbitration Act with locale in Dallas, Texas. If 
an election is not made within ten (10) days of an unresolved dispute, Auctioneer may elect either PNG 
or A.A.A. Arbitration. An award granted in arbitration is enforceable in any court. No claims of any kind 
(except for reasons of authenticity) can be considered after the settlements have been made with the 
consignors. Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

57. In consideration of his participation in or application for the auction, a person or entity (whether the 
successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees, that all 
disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms and Condi¬ 
tions and his purchases or default in payment thereof shall be arbitrated pursuant to the arbitration pro¬ 
vision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, 
actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation shall be exclusively in the 
Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the corresponding appellate 
courts. The successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction participant also expressly submits himself to the 
personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas.

59. Acceptance of these terms and conditions qualifies Bidder as a Heritage customer who has con¬ 
sented to be contacted by Heritage in the future, and as such, and irrespective of any regulation or “do- 
not-call” list forbidding contact without consent, Bidder agrees that until this consent is revoked in writ¬ 
ing, Heritage may from time to time contact Bidder concerning sale, purchase and auction opportunities 
available through Heritage and its affiliates and subsidiaries. 

60 Storage of purchased coins: Purchasers are advised that certain types of plastic may react with the 
coin's metal and may cause damage to the coins. Caution should be used to avoid storage of coins in 
materials that are not inert.

25001 Blodget Canal Company (New Hampshire) 

A certificate for one share dated February, 1799 and 
signed as President by Samuel Blodget. Blodget was a 
merchant, manufacturer and canal builder. This canal was 
completed in 1807 at a total cost of $50,000 after a persis¬ 
tent effort by Blodget which involved lottery funding 
from both New Hampshire and Massachusetts. Uncan¬ 
celled and an important artifact of the importance of 
canals in the early commercial infrastructure of the Unit¬ 
ed States. Extremely Fine (750-1,250) 



25002 Coshecton and Great Bend Turnpike Company (Penn¬ 
sylvania) 

One share from 1809. A printed portion at the left side of 
the certificate details "Rules Respecting Transfers.This 
road was partly located in the township of Clifford, 
Susquehanna County.

In 1751 Benjamin Franklin was approached by a friend.

Franklin’s prominence helped the project 
succeed and it became the nation’s first incorporated hos¬ 
pital. The Provincial Assembly agreed to match all private 
subscriptions like Etter’s. Franklin ranked the establish¬ 
ment of the hospital as one of the most satisfying accom¬ 
plishments of his life. It was the first example in America 
of subscription based financing.

25016 Alexander Graham Bell Letter to Annie Sullivan, 
Teacher of Helen Keller 

Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor of the telephone, 
was also an educator of the deaf. This typed letter, dated 
December 30, 1901 to Annie Sullivan deals with the sub¬ 
ject of her search for a suitable student and specifically 
mentions Helen Keller, whose education under her guid¬ 
ance would redefine the teaching of the deaf and precipi¬ 
tate a reassessment of conventional wisdom concerning 
the limitations of the physically challenged in general. 

The letter reads: 

“Dear Miss Sullivan: — 

I am glad to hear from Miss Villa J. Curren that you 
propose to demonstrate to the world that my innocent 
little statement in Baddeck that the methods pursued by 
Miss Sullivan in the education of Helen Keller would 
revolutionize the teaching of the deaf, was NOT incor¬ 
rect, misleading, and mischievous, as stated by our 
good friend Mr. Wade! 

Seriously, it delights me to know that you propose to 
direct the education of a young deaf child through Miss 
Curren, if you can get the proper child. 1 need hardly 
tell you that I shall be very glad to be of assistance in 
this matter. The only question is how to get the proper 
child. 1 have a plan that will surely produce the child if 
you don't object to it, and that is to PUBLISH THE 
FACT that you and Miss Curren desire a little child. 
The mere publication of the fact in the columns of the 
Review will at once lead to the desired result. May the 
Review allude to the matter? 

I have recently been in communication with a lady in

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Texas about the education of a little girl under seven 
years of age. This child’s education has been begun by 
an oral teacher al home, but the mother was anxious to 
get another teacher. The mother has become exceeding¬

- almost a baby - is also deaf. I should imagine that this 
little boy might - if you could get him - prove to be the 
pupil you, I presume would want - an extremely young 
deaf child, who has nothing to unlearn,

25017 Henry Blackwell - The Proprietors of the Woman’s 
Journal (Massachusetts) 

This one share certificate was issued in 1870 to Isaac

later transferred to Alice Stone Blackwell. 

Blackwell and his wife Lucy Stone founded the Woman’s 
Journal in 1870. Under their guidance it served as a voice 
for the women's movement during the latter years of the 
19th century.

When a 
schism developed between them and more radical leaders 
Susan B. Anthony and Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Lucy

After the Civil War he was elected Governor of 
Massachusetts, thrice being defeated in unsuccessful 
attempts to hold and then regain that office. Butler was 
the Greenback and Anti-Monopolist candidate for the 
Presidency in 1884. He died while attending a court hear¬ 
ing in Washington, D.C. on January 11, 1893 and is 
buried at Hildreth Cemetery in Lowell, Massachusetts.

Oliver Ellsworth was an important figure in the early 
history of the United States. He served as a Delegate to 
the Continental Congress from 1777-84, was a state court 
judge from 1785-89 and represented Connecticut in the 
United States Senate from 1789-96. He was Chief Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court from 1796-1800.

It is in black on 
white paper with ornate border engravings and an 
embossed corporate seal portraying an early locomotive.

How- 
ever. the French agents employed for the purpose of sell¬ 
ing the bonds falsely claimed that they were guaranteed 
by the United States government in their marketing 
efforts. Fremont, though not directly involved in the 
deception, was prosecuted in absentia by France.

25040 Albert Gallatin - Treasury Letter 

Dated May 15. 1809 to David Gelston, this 8” x 10” doc¬ 
ument reads: 

“/ am advised by Thomas Cooke, Jr., Collector of Edgar- 
town that certain merchandise imported into the district, 
the duties on which have been already paid, have been 
transported to your district for the purpose of exportation, 
and that he has not money sufficient in his hands to pay 
the debentures that will be issued on the exportation. I 
have therefore to request that you will pay his drafts for a 
sum not exceeding Seven thousand one hundred dollars, 
to enable him to pay the aforesaid debentures; charging 
the payment in your accounts as made for this purpose 
and referring to this letter as authority for so doing. 
Gallatin enjoyed a long career of public service, including 
stints as both a United States Senator and member of the 
House of Representatives. At the time this letter was writ¬ 
ten he was serving as Secretary of the Treasury. He was 
also at various times the United States Ambassador to 
Great Britain and earlier to France. Counties in Illinois, 
Kentucky and Montana are named in his honor. His grave 
is at historic Trinity Church in New York City. Extreme¬

months prior to his death. Throughout his life Goodyear 
spent countless hours and numerous investors' dollars in 
pursuit of the development of rubber. Financial reverses 
and stints in debtors' prison failed to deter him from 
reaching his eventual goal of devising a commercially 
feasable process for producing rubber. Although he did 
reach this scientific goal, Goodyear himself never har¬ 
vested the commercial rewards of his genius and died 
with an estate $200,000 in debt. 

Asa Whitney, to whom the check is payable and endors¬ 
es on the back, was a merchant and railroad promoter. He 
gained his initial wealth as a merchant in China and envi¬ 
sioned a transcontinental railroad to foster trade with the 
Orient. A Very Fine example of a financial document 
associating two historically significant individuals.

(Texas)

onym for financial manipulation. He was involved in an 
attempt to corner the gold market, the failure of which 
caused a panic termed "Black Friday in September ot 
1869. It is estimated that by 1880 he controlled 10% of 
the railroad track in the United States. He went on to gain 
control of the Western Union Telegraph Company. By the 
time of his death in 1892 he had a fortune estimated at 
$72 million. Four large hole cancellations affect his Presi¬ 
dential signature on the front and just barely touch his 
verso signature.

25049 George Huntington Hartford - Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company (New Jersey)

In 1858 Hartford began his career working in a 
St. Louis store owned by George F. Gilman. Within a few 
years the two had become partners buying and selling tea 
under the name Great American Tea Company. By the 
end of the Civil War the two had a few outlets in New 
York City. In 1869 they changed the name to the Great 
Atalantic and Pacific Tea Comapny. Upon Gilman's 
retirement in 1878 Hartford headed the company alone, 
creating the largest national grocery chain in America, 
with over 15.000 stores at its peak.

25050 Horatio Hathaway - Hathaway Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany (Massachusetts) 

This 1926 certificate for nine shares is engraved in green 
and black and signed as President by Horatio Hathaway. 
This is a forerunner company of the Berkshire Hathaway 
holding company controlled by Warren Buffett. Original¬ 
ly purely a textile business, the Hathaway name remains 
closely associated with quality men’s clothing. This is a 
rare certificate and signature, although there are pen can¬ 
cellations through Hathaway’s Presidential signature.

2505 1 Collis P. Huntington - Chesapeake, Ohio and Southern 

RR Co. (Ohio) 

A 1894 dated certificate signed at the bottom right by 
Collis P. Huntington as President. Huntington was one 
of the most important railroad builders in American histo¬ 
ry. Arriving in California as a successful merchant in 
1849. he soon began building what would become one of 
the great American railway fortunes. In 1860 Theodore 
Judah approached Huntington with a plan to build a rail¬ 
road across the Sierra Nevada Mountains as part of a 
tians-continental railroad project. The development of 
Judah's plan brought together Huntington. Leland Stan- 
lord. Charles Crocker and Mark Hopkins, a combination 
that would come to be known as "The Big Four.” This 
combination of successful California businessmen led to 
the eventual completion of the Central Pacific Railroad, 
culminating in its connection with the Union Pacific at 
Promontory Point, Utah in May of 1869.

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25052 Samuel Insull - Louisville and Southern Indiana Trac¬ 
tion Company (Indiana) 

This 13 share certificate in black with a rose overprint is 
signed as President by Samuel Insull. Insull began his 
career as personal secretary to Thomas Edison. He 
formed a pyramid of utility holding companies with 
assets in excess of $2 billion during the 1920's. His high¬ 
ly leveraged positions collapsed during the depression 
and his name was for a time as infamous as some of the 
corporate malefactors of our own era. Litho. This exam¬ 
ple is free from the normally seen large diamond cancel¬ 
lation and the Insull signature is unimpaired.

25053 Marshall Jewell - Connecticut Telephone Compamy 

(Connecticut)

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Kaiser-Frazer Corporation (Nevada) 

A 1947 certificate for 300 shares in maroon and black. 
This certificate is issued to company founders Henry J. 
Kaiser and Joseph W. Frazer in their offices as voting 
trustees. Both of these automobile pioneers sign on an 
accompanying stock transfer. During World War II Henry 
Kaiser gained national attention by revolutionizing the 
ship building industry. He adopted assembly line methods 
and techniques developed in the auto industry to produce 
the Liberty ships that proved so important to the transport 
of men and munitions in both the European and Pacific 
Theaters. Joseph Frazer was the one time President of the 
Graham-Paige Motor Car Company who affiliated with 
Kaiser at the end of World War II to form Kaiser-Frazer. a 
now defunct automobile manufacturing company. Punch 
cancellations do not affect the signatures of these two 
automotive industry figures.

25055 Iver Krueger - Gronlandet Sodra (Sweden) 

A 1920 certificate for 100 Kroner in brown and black. 
Litho with one page of coupons. This certificate is signed 
by both Iver Krueger, more popularly known as the 
“Match King”, as well as Paul Toll, who would later 
combine with Krueger as Krueger and Toll. 

In the early 1900’s Krueger, a Swedish promoter, formed 
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the Swedish Match Company, which would grow to 
become a giant international match empire that owned 
factories, forests and mines. The company operated match 
factories in roughly 40 countries and at its peak manufac¬ 
tured most of the world’s matches. The stock market 
crash of 1929 led to a weakening of Krueger’s influance 
and he eventually died by his own hand in 1932.

He served as Secretary 
of War under President Garfield and was Minister to Eng¬ 
land under President Harrison. For nearly 20 years after 
his return from England he served as counsel for large 
business and industrial interests, including his chief client. 
George Pullman. Upon Pullman’s death in 1897 Lincoln 
became President of the Pullman Company, a position he 
held until 1911. Punch cancellations affect the signature.

25058 Jack London - Signed Check 

London was a famed author who published roughly 50 
volumes of short stories, novels, plays and essays. His 
best known works are The Cull of the Wild, White Fang 
and Sea Wolf.

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25059 Allan Loughead ■ Lockheed Aircraft Company 

(Nevada)

ny was purchased by Detroit Aircraft in 1929, only to 
have the acquiring company file for bankruptcy in 1932. 
During that same year Robert and Courtland Gross 
bought Lockheed’s assets and revived the business with 
the introduction of the Electra, a twin engine all metal air¬ 
liner. The advent of World War II launched the compa¬ 
ny’s business as a defense contractor with the P-38 Light¬ 
ning. Today the firm remains a significant defense con¬ 
tractor in its identity as Lockheed Martin Corporation. 
Allan Loughead would later legally change his name to 
Lockheed in order to have its spelling match its pronunci¬ 
ation.

Mahone was 
born in 1826 and graduated from Virginia Military Acad¬ 
emy. After serving on the faculty of another Virginia mil¬ 
itary school for two years he obtained employment with 
the Norfolk & Petersburg Railroad, eventually rising to 
the rank of President. At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
joined the Confederate Army and participated in the cap¬ 
ture of the Norfolk Navy Yard. At the close of the Civil 
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War he returned to railroading and became President of 
the Norfolk and Western. Mahone was elected to the 
United States Senate in 1881 and served one term, being 
defeated in a reelection attempt in 1887. He died in Wash¬ 
ington. D.C. on October 8, 1895 and is buried at Blanford 
Cemetery in Petersburg, Virginia. Confederate material is 
avidly collected. This item associates that theme with rail¬ 
roading.

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25061 George McClellan - Grand Belt Copper Company 

(New York) 

A 1885 dated certificate for 100 shares signed as compa¬ 
ny President by George McClellan, shortly before his 
death that year. A triple vignetted stock depicting an eagle 
flanked by a scene of miners at work and a farmer operat¬ 
ing a horse drawn plow. McClellan graduated from the 
United States Military Academy in 1846 and was the 
commander of the Union Army in the Civil War prior to 
General Grant.

1878-1881. He is buried at Riverview Cemetery in Tren¬ 
ton, NJ. Rust and black. One of only 16 pieces known 
from this company with the McClellan signature.

25063 Thomas McKean, Signer of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence Signs a Pay Order for a Presidential Elector 

Offered here is a pay order dated at Harrisburgh, Decem¬ 
ber 5, 1792. Please pay Thomas Bull Esquire or Order 
twenty one Dollars for seven Days travelling to, remain¬ 
ing at & returning from Harrisburgh, at an Election of a 
President & Vice President of the United States of Ameri¬ 
ca. Signed by order of the Electors Thomas McKean 
President. ” 

Thomas McKean was a signer of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence from Delaware and also a signer of the Articles 
of Confederation. He served as Chief Justice of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Supreme Court from 1777-1779 and was Gover¬ 
nor of Pennsylvania from 1799-1808. McKean County, 
Pennsylvania is named in his honor. He died in 1817 and 
is buried at Laurel Hill Cemetery in Philadelphia. 

At the conclusion of his first term in 1792 George Wash¬ 
ington badly wished to retire from public office. He was 
now sixty years old, his eyesight and hearing were deteri¬ 
orating and he desired to return to the calm setting of 
Mount Vernon. There were significant unresolved prob¬ 
lems which required his attention, however, including the 
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continuing British-French rivalry. Additionally, the politi¬ 
cal schism between the Northern and Southern states was 
becoming more severe to the point that there was talk that 
the Southern states might try to form a nation of their 
own. Washington's advisers warned him that the times 
were too volatile to risk handing off the Presidency to 
someone lacking his matchless popularity and wisdom. 
Thus, one more time he won election with John Adams 
being chosen Vice President. Documents signed by sign¬ 
ers of the Declaration of Independence are eagerly sought 
by collectors.

25064 Andrew Mellon - Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis Railroad Company (Pennsylvania) 

A 1917 certificate in green and black issued to and 
signed on the verso by Andrew Mellon. Mellon amassed 
one of the largest fortunes in American history. He orga¬ 
nized numerous large oil properties in the 1890's, even¬ 
tually selling them to John D. Rockefeller's Standard Oil 
Company. As a founder of some of America's largest 
corporations, including ALCOA and Gulf Oil, Mellon 
was to become one of the wealthiest men in America. His 
later years were devoted to political service and philan¬ 
thropy. He served as Secretary of the Treasury from 
1921-32 and was Ambassador to Great Britain from 
1932-33.

25069 Robert Morris and John Nicholson Petition to be 
Released from Debtors’ Prison 

This historically significant document embodies one of 
the great ironies of American history, that Robert Mor¬ 
ris, also known as “The Financier of the American Revo¬ 
lution”, through a series of misadventures resulting in 
massive losses and eventual bankruptcy, spent 1798-1801 
in debtors' prison. Morris was a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence, the Articles of Confederation and the 
Constitution. He was one of the best known merchants in 
the colonies and was instrumental in helping to acquire 
funds necessary to prosecute the Revolutionary War. He 
also served as a United States Senator from Pennsylvania 
from 1789-95. During this period he became heavily 
involved in land speculation with, among others, John 
Nicholson, in whose hand the offered petition is drafted. 
The demand for land was not as strong as Morris and his 
associates had hoped. He was forced to file for bankrupt¬ 
cy and found himself in debtors’ prison, along with 
Nicholson, a Pennsyvania state official of questionable 
repute who joined with Morris in a number of enterprises 
which eventually led to the financial ruination of both 
men. Nicholson died in debtor’s prison, but not before 
drafting this petition for release. 

It reads in part: 

“I do hereby certify that in my opinion, the infectious or 
contagious fever with which the City of Philadelphia is at 
present afflicted renders it proper and necessary that the 
prisoners therein should be removed....inasmuch as this 
city is at present afflicted with an infectious or contagious 
fever which hath spread to an alarming degree and if it 
should reach this place might prove fatal to the lives of 
many, and whereas by law in such a case made and pro- 
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vided your honors are invested with discretionary power 
to order our removal from hence, we intreat that you may 
be pleased to do so...” 

The personal financial credit of Robert Morris at one 
time exceeded that of the new nation and he used it to 
continue funding the government. Morris’s petition was 
refused and two more years would pass before he was 
released under the provisions of a new bankruptcy law. 
This is a document of inestimable historic importance 
testitfying to the sad circumsatnces a great patriot found 
himself in later in life. There are skillful professional 
restorations along the folds and a few minor stains. All 
text is dark and fully readable. The petition is signed by a 
number of others in addition to Morris and Nicholson, 
including one Mary Ann London, an apparent illiterate 
who signs with an “X” noted as “her mark.” Very Fine.

25070 Napoleon Bonaparte - Military Orders 

Dated June 17. 1811. li reads in part. “...Order the first 
and second battalions of the Italian infantry to leave July 
12...to Saragon where they will be under the command of 
General Suchet to rejoin their corps. Give order to 
detachments ot the army ...who appear in the army of 
Aragon to go to Pau where they will reconnoiter with 
two battalions ot Italian Infantry...” Louis Garriel 
Suchet was one ot Napoleon's most trusted marshalls, 
serving with distinction in numerous battles in Spain 
with the Army of Aragon. On July 8. 1811. just two 
weeks after this letter, he was awarded a baton as Mar¬ 
shall of the Empire for his service. Extremely Fine. Of 
great significance.

25071 Ransom E. Olds - Reo Motor Car Company 

(Michigan) 

This olive and black certificate for five shares portrays the 
Reo logo as the central theme vignette. Ransom E. Olds 
was one of the earliest American automotive pioneers. He 
is credited with having built the first automobile factory. 
In 1899 he founded the Olds Motor Works. In 1904 he 
left the company and in 1905 formed the REO Motor Car 
Company. That venture produced high quality automo¬ 
biles until 1936. A punch cancellation partially affects the 
R.E. Olds signature at lower right as company President.

25072 Frederick Pabst - Phillip Best Brewing Company 

(Wisconsin) 

A 1873 dated certificate for one share issued to and signed 
on the verso by Frederick Pabst. The certificate shows 
attractive vignettes of two of the firm’s brewery proper¬ 
ties, the Empire Brewery and the South Side Brewery. 
Litho in black on white. The certificate is also signed as 
Secretary by Charles Best and as President by Emil 
Schandein. This firm was a forerunner of what would 
later become the Pabst Brewing Company. Jacob Best was 
among the first brewers to engage in the business in Mil¬ 
waukee, establishing a plant there is 1844. His son Phillip 
rose to take control of the brewery by 1860, ultimately 
retiring in 1864. He left management of the firm to his 


sons-in-law, Emil Schendein and Fred Pabst. With Fred at 
the helm of the company Pabst rose to become the largest 
brewery in the world by 1900. Stocks of this caliber in sig¬ 
nificant breweries signed by important early figures in the 
United States beer industry are quite scarce. This is a nice 
opportunity to acquire an important brewing and Milwau¬ 
kee item.

25075 Pawnee Bill - Gordon W. Lillie - Buffalo Bill’s Wild 
West Show 

This check dated July 22, 1909 in the amount of 
$30,229.17 is in the hand of and signed by G.W. Lillie 
Pawnee Bill. No other Oklahoman exemplified “The 
Wild West” as did Gordon W. Lillie. More popularly 
known as “Pawnee Bill”, Lillie became interested in the 
West as a child. In 1883 he joined the newly formed Buf¬ 
falo Bill’s Wild West Show as an interpreter and per¬ 
former. In 1886 he married May Manning, a 15 year old 
girl from Philadelphia he had met while traveling with the 
show'. In 1888 “Pawnee Bill" formed his own Wild West 
Show' and May became a popular act in her own right for 
her marksmanship and riding.In 1908 Lillie merged his 
own show with the Buffalo Bill Wild West Show. The 
combined events toured the world until closing in 1913.

Southwick was a Colonial era printer who printed copies 
of the Declaration of Independence to circulate in the 
towns of Rhode Island.

The letter is an instruction 
to Joseph Clarke. Esq., requesting that a law book be 
loaned to Francis Skinner.Southwick printed a copy of the 
Declaration of Independence for each of the 28 towns in 
Rhode Island.

25087 Claus Spreckels - San Francisco and San Joaquin Val¬ 
ley Railway Company (California) 

A 1895 dated certificate in green and black with an 
orange overprint.

Soon after immigrating to the United 
States and California from Germany Spreckels became 
involved in the sugar business. He soon realized the com¬ 
mercial possibilities of raising that commodity in Hawaii.

This check, drawn on the Bank of the United States, is 
made for $36.71 on October 23, 1839 and is cleanly 
signed in black by Joseph Story, who served as an Asso¬ 
ciate Justice of the United States Supreme Court from his 
appointment in 1811 by President Madison until his 
death. Story holds the distinction of being the youngest 
person ever appointed to the Supreme Court, being nomi¬ 
nated by President Madison when he was 32. During his 
tenure both John Marshall and Roger Brooke Taney held 
the office of Chief Justice. Story is remembered today 
also for his series of legal commentaries which helped 
shape the direction of American legal scholarship and 
thinking during the 19th century.

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25094 Sir Henry Vane - Early Colonial Governor 

Document dated April 1. 1648. Sir Henry Vane was a 
leading minister under James I and Charles I. His early 
sympathies with the Puritans led him to emigrate to 
America in 1635. The following year he was chosen as 
Governor of Massachusetts. His advocacy of religious tol¬ 
erance cost him his popularity and he returned to England 
in 1637. By 1640 he was knighted. Although a leader of 
the parliamentary side in the conflict between Charles I 
and Parliament that led to the English Revolution, Vane 
remained a monarchist. After the execution of King 
Charles he became a leading figure in the Commonwealth 
and an intimate of Oliver Cromwell. The two later 
became enemies and Vane was imprisoned in 1656. He 
returned to Parliament in 1658 and 1659, but after the 
restoration of Charles II in 1660 he was imprisoned and 
executed for treason. This one page document measures 7 
1/4” x 11 1/4” and is signed H Vane in bold letters. This 
is a rare document signed by one of America’s early 
Colonial Governors after his return to England during the 
tumultuous period leading up to the English Revolution 
and Oliver Cromwell’s ascendency to power.

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25095 Hiram Walker - Minong Copper Company (Michigan) 
This 100 share certificate in the Minong Copper Compa¬ 
ny is signed as President by Hiram Walker. Mr. Walker 
began his career as a small grocery proprietor and among 
his goods were grain, which he sold to Canadian distillers, 
and whiskey. During the 1850’s there was an upsurge in 
temperence sentiment in the United States and Walker, 
fearing outright prohibition, moved his operations to 
Canada. From here he produced whiskey under his own 
name. In order to distinguish his product from that of his 
United States competitors he adopted the name Canadian 
Club Whiskey, a brand which survives even today. This is 
an attractive green and black certificate signed by one of 
the world’s best known whiskey makers in a venture 
unrelated to the field for which he is primarily known.

25096 George Washington’s Life Guard - Pay Documents 

A highly interesting group of three Revolutionary' War pay 
documents. Two are dated March 18, 1783 and are receipts 
to the Pay-Table-Committee signed by Henry Wakalee 
acknowledging the receipt of pay due him from “...the 
Committees of the State and of the Army.” The third is a 
Certificate of Service dated March 6, 1783 and states: 

“This may certifie that Henry Wake lee a Corpl in Coll. 
Warners Regiment was in actual service in January 
1780 and is now in his Excellency General Washing¬ 
ton ’s Life Guard. ” 

The “Life Guard” referred to in the certificate was a spe¬ 
cial unit formed in March, 1776 to serve as George 
Washington’s body guards. The unit consisted of men 
from each of the colonies and was discharged in 1783 at 
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the end of the war. The offered items document Henry 
Wakelee’s service in this prestigious unit. All are a well 
preserved Extremely Fine. 

A unit of the 3rd Infantry, stationed at Fort Lesley J. 
McNair in Washington. D.C. today carries on the tradition 
of Washington’s Life Guard with a 66 man company who 
wear colonial era uniforms, including white wigs and part- 
cipate in ceremonial functions and reviews.

25097 Thomas J. Watson - Irving Trust Company 

This 1932 dated certificate for 100 shares of Irving Trust 
Company stock was issued to Thomas J. W'atson, the 
industrialist who founded IBM, and is signed by him on 
the verso. Watson’s first jobs would give little clue to 
support his later success. Leaving the family farm in 
Elyria, Ohio in the 1890’s he held jobs as a traveling 
organ salesman, a sewing machine salesman and an 
unwitting peddler of phony building company stocks. In 
1899 he went to work for John Patterson's National Cash 
Register Company in Dayton, Ohio. Watson in time 
became the company’s leading salesman. After leaving 
National Cash Register Watson acquired a firm called 
Computer-Tabulating-Recorder Company in Elmira, NY. 
This would later be transformed into IBM by Watson, a 
firm that at the time of his death in 1956 had 72,000 
employees.To date, Watson signatures are seldom 
encountered in the marketplace. Punch cancelled, 
although none of the cancellations affect the Watson sig¬ 
nature on the verso.

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25098 Daniel Webster - Promissory Note 

A one page Promissory Note signed April 13, 1842 read¬ 
ing in part, “Sixty days after date, pay to my order in New'

...Fletcher Webster.” Fletcher Webster was Daniel’s 
brother. Daniel Webster has signed vertically accepting 
the note, “Accepted Danl. Webster.” Bank cut can¬ 
celled. Overall an attractive Fine. (200-300) 
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5099 Stanford White - Nissequougue Trout Club (New York) 
A $100 bond litho in green and black and signed as Presi¬ 
dent by Stanford White, the well known architect. White 
was a prolific designer of furniture, interiors, jewelry and 
even magazine covers. In New York City he designed the 
first Madison Square Garden, the Washington Arch and 
the Metropolitan Club. A bon vivant (and some would say 
rogue) his relationship with Evelyn Nesbit, who subse¬ 
quently married Harry K. Thaw, fueled Thaw s jealousy 
of White's eminence and panache. Thaw shot white to 
death on the rooftop of Madison Square Garden in 1906. 
in one of the celebrity scandals of the era. This is a very 
scarce bond signed by a talented architect who met a trag¬ 
ic end. There is a light pen cancellation in red ink through 
the Stanford White signature. Very Fine. (750-1,250) 



25100 Oliver Wolcott, Signer of the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence Signs a Document 

This one page document from August of 1780 is an order 
to the State of Connecticut to pay Wolcott for serving on 
the Superior Court. Oliver Wolcott was a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence from Connecticut and 
served as Secretary of the Treasury from 1795-1800. His 
life was not without controversy. In 1800 his political 
adversaries accused him of setting fire to the State 
Department. He resigned his cabinet position in protest 
over the accusation and ensuing investigation. He later 
served as Governor of Connecticut from 1817-1827. Wol¬ 
cott died in 1833 and is buried at East Cemetery in Litch¬ 
field, Connecticut. 

“To my attending as an Assistant Judge the Superior 
Court held at Litchfield Aug. 1780 Two Days at the 
request of the Chief Judge of said Court. Wolcott signs 


below and then writes further: “To John Lawrence, Esq. 
State Treasurer. Sir, Pay out of your Treasury to Oliver 
Wolcott Esqr. Thirty four shillings lawfull money for the 
service mentioned in the above account. A Very Fine 
example of a document signed by this historically impor¬ 
tant American. (350-500) 



25101 Orville Wright - Signed Check 

This check, dated May 16, 1947, is drawn on the Winters 
National Bank and Trust Company and is payable to 
Wilbur H. Wright, clearly not his famed brother, who died 
of typhoid fever in 1912. Drafted in a secretarial hand, it is 
signed by Orville Wright as maker and endorsed on the 
back by the payee. Wilbur H. Wright. A bank punch 
cancellation does not affect the deep black signature of the 
aviation pioneer.

25102 John W. Young - Son of Brigham Young - Utah West¬ 
ern Railway Company (Utah Territory) 

A 1889 dated $1000 bond bearing 6% interest in black 
and green from Utah Territory. It is signed as President 
of the company by John W r . Young, son of Brigham 
Young and Mary Ann Angell. John W. Young served as 
a member of the First Presidency of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints prior to his father’s death. He 
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also served as a counselor to the Quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles. He was better known, however, for his business 
enterprises, primarily railroad construction. He was 
involved in several railroad companies or railroad con¬ 
struction projects during the latter half of the 19th century 
in Utah and throughout the West. There are two pages of 
attached coupons. Some dampstaining at right. A rare 
Western territorial signed by an important figure in the 
Mormon Church and the Western railroad business.

Founded 
by Charles Proteus Steinmetz, known as “The Wizard of 
Schenectady.” Born in Poland, Steinmetz was forced to 
leave Germany because of his Socialist political activities. 
He immigrated to the United States in 1889 and four 
years later obtained an engineering and research position 
with the General Electric Company. He served on the fac¬ 
ulty of Union College in Schenectady from 1902 until his 
death in 1923 and held political office there as President 
of the Schenectady School Board. He is best known for 
his research in the field of electricity, especially on the 
nature and use of alternating current. His work con¬ 
tributed to the utilization of electricity as a source of 
power in industrial applications. After leaving the General 
Electric Company Steinmetz was called back as a consul¬ 
tant. When he submitted a bill for his services for $10,000 
company management requested an itemized invoice to 
support his charges. Steinmetz replied: "Making chalk 
mark: $1.Knowing where to place it: $9,999.” It was his 
hope to build a mass market electric vehicle, but the ven¬ 
ture was beset by a variety of financial problems and was 
dissolved in 1926. A very scarce auto stock connected to 
a researcher whose reputation during his lifetime rivaled 
that of Thomas Edison.

The Yaquii Delta 
Land and Water Company was one of his last commercial 
projects, which was at the time the largest irrigation pro¬ 
ject on the continent. His signature is quite rare. Punch 
cancellations do not affect the Hays signature.

25248 Boston American League Base^Ball Club (New Jersey 
and Massachusetts) 

Green and black. A 1912 certificate signed by Janies 
McAleer as President. In January. 1901 it was announced 
that the American League would expand to the East, 
establishing clubs in Boston. Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington. Among those instrumental in starting the 
Boston club was Massachusetts born baseball legend 
Connie Mack, who personally located the site for the 
team's first ball park. The first manager was Charlie 
Collins, the Boston Nationals’ great third baseman. Raids 
against National League teams netted a formidable team, 
the most notable member of which was Cy Young. On 
May 8. 1901 the Red Sox played their first game in 
Boston, defeating the Philadelphia Athletics by a score of 
12-4.

25301 Military Logistical Exercise Dollars. Identical but for 
color, one printed in red and the other in blue, used in 
Fort Lee Virginia this LOGEX dollar money was appar¬ 
ently to help train soldiers in the use of MPC. A paper 
strip which was stapled to these two notes bears the 
instructions “The attached LOGEX currency should be 
kept in your wallet. A currency conversion may take 
place during the exercise, at which time the attached cur¬ 
rency should be exchanged for another series.’" Obvious¬ 
ly, the military enlistee who possessed these two notes did 
not reach OCS.

Printed in orange with an orange 
thumbprint, presumably of the artist, on the back that was 
used by the ANA as a promotional item in the mid 1990s. 
It is a replica of a Legal Tender S2 reverse. (50-up) 
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25319 Receipt for a Slave. Written in blue pen on the back of 
lined note paper is the following receipt: “Received of 
James T.Thom?? Five Hundred Dollars being payment in 
full for a mulato (sic) man named Benjamin which I war¬ 
rant sound and healthy and the title is current and defined. 
24 April 1844." Signed and witnessed. A fabulous though 
depressing piece of history. (150-up)

Attached to a notarized Aid to Volunteers form, attesting 
that the husband was a member of Co. F. 5th Reg’t, Wis.

25321 A piece of CSA paper. Cut from a full sheet so that a sin¬ 
gle CSA watermark is perfectly centered, this paper, 
which was captured from the Confederacy, was used to 
print Fractional Currency Specimens. (25-up) 

25322 Assorted Nineteenth and Early Twentieth Century 
Checks. A large group lot of various checks from many 
different states, some very beautifully engraved. This 
delightful assortment is perfect for beginning check col¬ 
lectors. flea market vendors, or for vest-pocket internet 
dealers. The count on this lot is only approximate, not 
exact. (Total: 100 items) (200-up) 

25323 American Bank Note Company “The Opening of the 
West.” Poduced by the ABNCo. in 1979, this unusual 
collection is made up of eleven separate booklets, each of 
which fit into an elaborate board and leather rawhide tied 
box. Each book contains engravings from the American 
Bank Note Company files illustrating various aspects of 
frontier life. These are actual vignettes archivally tipped- 
in to the beautifully printed work, and are fully removable 
with no mounting traces should the new owner chose to 
do so. As an example, one book, entiteld “The Indian 
Nation," has four vignettes of Native Americans, a full 
size stock certificate of the Tombstone Mill Mining Com¬ 
pany. a piece of Union Military Scrip, and a Leavenworth 
City Obsolete note, all mounted within the well-written 
and informative pamhplet.

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JESSE JAMES CONNECTED 
CIVIL WAR DIARY 




25336 1865 Civil War Diary with Historic Old West Connec¬ 

tion. This diary belonged to Thomas Morgan James, the 
cousin of the famed outlaw brothers Jesse and Frank 
James. Unlike the James brothers who fought on the Con¬ 
federate side, cousin Tom was a Yankee. Civil War ser¬ 
vice records in the National Archives coincide with the 
written notations on the blank first page where Thomas 
has both stamped and signed his name. He enlisted as a 
Private in Co. A of the 19th Ohio Volunteers, and rose to 
the rank of Sergeant. The diary is complete and tightly 
bound, and Seargent James has made entries for every 
day of 1865 with the exception of January 15 through 
February 23, which he has left blank. Civil War diaries 
are generally found incomplete with pages missing and 
many dates unentered. Tom James was diligent and atten¬ 
tive to his surroundings. We have read about two-thirds of 
the entries, and while no major battles are covered. James 
reports on skirmishes and patrols and his capture of 
“Secesh bushwackers” while on patrol. Both the end of 
the war and the Lincoln assasination are reported. Mon¬ 
day April, 10, he wrote “it is rumored that Gen. Lee has 
surrendered to Grant,” and Tuesday, April 11 “the rumor 
is confirmed. Lee has surrendured his whole army and all 
his equipment. Big time in camp bells ringing and cannon 
booming.” Word of the Lincoln assassination took three 
days to reach his camp. Sunday April 16, he reported 
“...a rumor that Lincoln has been killed.” Unlike many 
War diaries, he continues the entries throughout the year 
rather than ending in mid-April, 1865. 

This diary was consigned by a great-neice of Jesse and 
Frank James’ mother, Zerelda Amanda (Mimms) James, 
through her second marriage to Albert Bowman. It is a 
fascinating piece of history in its own right, with consid¬ 
erable added value for its wild west connection. Ordinary 
Civil War diaries that are far less complete by soldiers 
identified by first name only have been knocking on the 
four figure door. This much more historical, complete and 
well written, is likely to realize... (2,500-up)

“FLYING MONEY” 
FROM THE MING DYNASTY 



25353 Rare High Grade Ming Dynasty Note. 

China was the first country in the world to use paper 
money, the earliest report being brought back to the west¬ 
ern world by Marco Polo in the 13th century. At the time, 
his report was no generally believed, as the people of 
Europe. Arfrica. and the Middle East usesd only metal 
coins and could not accept the idea ot people taking writ¬ 
ten pieces of paper in payment for goods and services. It 
was not until 100 years later that his accounts were veri¬ 
fied by the appearance in Europe of actual Chinese curren¬ 


cy from the Ming dynasty (1368-1644). These very large 
notes (approximately 12” x 8”) were printed by hand on 
mulberry bark paper. The paper as made by coloring pulp 
from the inner bark of mulberry trees with carbon, and 
squeezing it dry on bamboo screens. Separate wood blocks 
were made for printing the text of the note and the seal of 
the issuing emporer. The Chinese coins in use at the time 
were small, round copper coins about the size of our pre¬ 
sent-day nickel. Each coin had a square hole in the center, 
and large transactions were carried out with big bundles of 
these coins tied together with string. The face of these 
Ming Dynasty notes showed an illustration of these bun¬ 
dles, so that a person who was illiterate would be able to 
simply count the number of bundles of coins pictured and 
determine the denomination. The Chinese refered to this 
early currency as “flying money” because of its light 
weight and its ability to circulate over a wide area. The 
presently offered piece is undamaged, unrestored, and 
complete out to its original edges. The red print has faded, 
but the black remains clean and clear. (3.000-up)

This green- 
printed Continental Loan Office Bill of Exchange w r as 
issued from Massachusetts. It's signed for the colony by 
Nath. Appleton and for the United States by Francis Hop- 
kinson. This is one of the more common varieties from a 
relatively common colony. What makes it particularly 
valuable is the fact that it is a “First Bill." Four copies of 
each bill were sent. If the first bill was received, it was 
valid and used, but many bills were lost, captured or oth¬ 
erwise went astray. As soon as any one of the set made it 
to Paris, the others in the set lost all value. Consequently, 
third and fourths are very common. According to William 
G. Anderson in The Price of Liberty, “Presently, no first 
bill of exchange is known to have survived, second bills 
are rare, and third and fourth bills are very common.” We 
know of the existence of only one other “first." This note 
is of great importance to the collector of early American 
fiscal documents. It grades fully Extremely Fine and is 
bright and problem free.

27339 North Carolina November 27, 1729 L5 Very Fine 
Counterfeit. To our best knowledge, not a single genuine 
example of this issue survives. The issue was wholly hand 
written, which makes authenticating examples virtually 
impossible. We have seen four notes from this issue in 
40+ years of specializing in Colonial currency, and this 
piece is by far the only piece about which we have enter¬ 
tained thoughts that it might indeed be genuine. In fact, 
the only argument in favor of this note being counterfeit 
is the fact that someone at its time of circulation consid¬ 
ered it to be so and pen cancelled the body of the text with 
an "X”. The word “counterfeit” was also written across 
the text and later effaced with some mild bleach-like sub¬ 
stance which removed the majority of the condemnation 
but left it vaguely legible. All five signatures compare 
favorably with known genuine signatures and none are 
identical to the signatures on the known counterfeits that 
we have examined. Another factor arguing for the gen¬ 
uineness of this piece is the long period of time it spent in 
actual circulation. The note was covered on its blank back 
with contemporary endorsements a fact that indicates its 
wide acceptance. After the back was virtually full, the 
note began to split along its center fold and. as was com¬ 
mon at the time, it was backed with a blank sheet. It con¬ 
tinued to circulate, and its new blank back was again cov¬ 
ered with contemporary endorsements. The original 
endorsements can be seen by “candling” the note. The 
paper-covered wax seal loosened at some point and was 
pinned back in place after the new backing was attached. 
Contemporary endorsements avoid the pin, vetting its 
presence since the circulation period. We will concur with 
some long-unknown contemporary’s assessment that the 
note is counterfeit, although we entertain a glimmer of 
hope that that assessment was incorrect. In any event, this 
is the single most convincing example of an extraordinari¬ 
ly rare issue and, even as a counterfeit, it is highly desir¬ 
able to any North Carolina specialist or Colonial general¬ 
ist seeking the rarest and finest numismatic relics of this 
era.

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27340 North Carolina April 4, 1748 15s Good. Although all 
the text is present, a lot of the area of the edges is missing. 
This rare note's best feature is the rampant Lion vignette, 
which is untouched by any damage.

recent years, a small hoard of 1748 and 1754 North Car- 
olinas has reached the market, but the notes are in uni¬ 
formly wretched shape, with major pieces missing all 
around. The notes in this collection, while not pristine by 
any means, are head and shoulders above what is normal¬ 
ly seen. In 40 years of dealing in Colonial currency, we 
have never seen a finer group of these early issues than 
this group being offered here.
